It must also be kent in 
mind when considering tax problems 
that hut a small fraction of our taxes 
are state taxes. 
Most of them are 
local taxes with which the state has 
nothing to do. 
Again, let us not forget that there 
are worse things than taxes; that 
had laws, bad government, cost vast­ 
ly more than *good government. The 
cost of enforcing good laws. in other 
words, of good government shows in 
our tax receipts. 
We can find it— 
we can see it.

The Sherman anti-trust law was 
directed at artificial 
restraint 
of 
trade and intended for the protec­ 
tion of the consumer. 
As to labor, 
the employer himself is the consum­ 
er and needs no such protection. Do 
we not know that employers have 
no difficulty in combining secret­ 
ly, or even openly to protect them­ 
selves against labor, organized 
or 
unorganized?
